PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIQUOR ACT. 

After the Ist day of June, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application in writing, giving reasons for re- 
quiring more. 

After the Ist day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order receive 
a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a greater number of bottles 
than has been dispensed by him from the date of 
his last preceding purchase as shown by origina! 

rescriptions delivered by him to the vendor: 
Provided, however, that upon proof a dept A 
to the vendor a druggist may purchase suc 

additional quantity as shall be reasonably ac- 
counted for as having been used with other 
drugs in filling prescriptions not exclusively 
liquor. Notwithstanding the amount of liquor 
falled for by any prescription, only one sealed 
bottle shall be sold by a druggist upon any pre- 
scription and no bottle supplied by a vendor toa 
druggist shall be opened by the latter except 
for the purpose of filling prescriptions for twelve 
ounces of liquor or less, and in such case no other 
bottle shall be opened until the liquor in the first 
mentioned botile is exhausted by filling such 

’ prescriptions. 

No veterinary surgeon shall be entitled to pur- 
chase more than one gallon of liquor during any 
one month, 

Any chemist or druggist who colourably for 
medicinal purposes sells liquors to be consumed 
by any person as a beverage shall on summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a penalty of not 
less than Four Hundred Dollars ($400), nor 
more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) and 
costs, and in default of payment thereof to im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than three 
months, and shall moreover be disqualified 
from selling or purchasing liquor as a privileged 
person for a period of six months, and upon 
conviction for any offence committed subsequent 
to a first conviction shall be liable to impri- 
sonment for a period of six months and without 
the option of a fine, and, in addition, shall be 
disqualified from selling or purchasing liquor 
for a period of two years from the conviction, 

Any person in the employ of a chemist or drug 
gist who commits any act which if he were such 
chemist or druggist would render him liable 
to a penalty as such under the provisions of the

premises of the nearest vendor to be disposed 
of upon order of the Attorney-General. 

No chemist or druggist shall have in his 

: poseeanon any liquor other than that supplied 
a vendor, and in the event of the inspector 

of drug stores having reason to believe that any 
liquor in a druggist’s store was not purchased 


from a vendor, he may forthwith take possession | 


of the same and retain it so long as necessary for 
the purposes of evidence. 

Such possession by any chemist or druggist 
or the presence in any drug store of any liquor 


other than liquor purchased from the vendor | 


shall be conclusive evidence that such liquor is 
kept for sale contrary to the provisions of this 
Act. 

On and after the 19th day of April, 1921, any 
new drug store being established in any city, 
town or village having at the time one or more 
drug stores in operation, such new drug store 
shall not be permitted to fill prescriptions for 
liquor until such store has been in continuous 
operation for a period of six months. 

Any person conducting a retail store in any 
town, village or hamlet where there is no drug 
store may sell such patent 
druggist is permitted to sell under this Act.

The definition of “animal running at large” is 
amended by striking out the words “in charge" 
and substituting “under the immediate, con- 
tinuous and effective control.” 

“Day” shall mean a period of twenty-four 
hours. 

The definition of “prohibited animal" is ex- 
tended to mean any animal prohibited by by-law 
from running at large in a municipality or part 
thereof. 

“Resident" shall mean any person who resides 
within a municipality and is either a tax-payer 
or a tenant at a fair value rental of lands therein 

Each animal in any herd, band or flock sha!l be 
deemed to be running at large, unless the herd, 
band or flock is under the charge of a sufficient 
number of herders to ensure the easy retention 
of immediate, continuous and effective control 
over each animal comprised in the same.
